AND MAN LIVES 


Franklin Avenue Physician Swal- 
lowed Drugs in Their Glass 
Containers. 


Dr. F. & Moore, 27 years old, of 1633 
Franklin avenue, was treated at the 
city hospital, Saturday, for the effects 
of alcohol, atropine sulphate and mor- 
phine, which he took in such a combi- 
nation that the deadly effects of the 
roisons was almost nullified. 

While under the influence of liquor, 
he swallowed an open glass tube of 
atropine sulphate and followed it with, 
an open tube of morphine. Either of 
the drugs, taken alone, would have 
caused death, the hospital physicians 
said, but taken together they acted 
against each other. 

Moore was‘féaken to ths hospital Fri- 
day afternoon at the request of his 
nephew, William Gilmore of 4612A Del- 
mar boulevard.

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HUNDRED GIRLS SEE FIGHT 


Scramble Around. Big Tree Gives 
Sixth.Consecutive Triumph 
to “Ereshies.”’

‘After an hour and éight minutes of 
furious fighting tke fresh of Wash- 
ington Universi®¥ vanquished the szopho- 
mores in the annual numeral battle, 
Saturday morning, and captured the 
“1915” flag. This is the sixth consecu- 


tive victory for the fitst-year class. 

fe fight took place at a dig tree 
about half a mile west of Clayton and 
not far from the Log Cabin Club exten- 
sion of the Clayton interurban line... A 
hundred girls, principally from the 
freshtnan and sophomore classes, and 
ebout 175 men—juniors, seniors ~ and 
alumni—watched the battle and chesred 
each act of bravery and stroke of 
strategy ' 

Most of the spectators had slept at 
the university dormitories, departing for 
the ‘“‘battlefisid’’ about 6 a. m. in street 
cars and automobiles. 

The fight brought an end to an “all- 
night campaign. At 7p. m, Friday the 
two opposing armies took the field,.whict 
was the territory bounded by Clayton 
road on the south, Pennsylvania avenue 
on the east, Ladue road on ‘the north 
and McKnight road on the West. At li 
p. m. the freshman’ army, in compii- 
ance with rules drawn up by the sti- 
dent council, withdrew from the field 
and stayed away until 4 a. m. to give 
the sophomores time to construct their 
fortress. 

Sophomores Put in pe 

In the meantime, however, by means of 
an automobile, they had cohveyed all the 
necessary supplies to a point near the 
ground where they expected the battle 
to take place, and had executed a “‘bril- 
liant coup.” Seventy of the freshmen 
rode to the suspected territory in a street 
car. At Clayton they Induced the con- 
ductor to turn out the lights and the 
car reached .the terminus without being 
seen by the sophomore scouts. In a lit- 
tle station shed the freshmen fell upon 
10 sophomores, captured four of them 
and lowered them into a new cistern rt 
far away. The sophomores’ escaped 
abeut two hours later. 

At 7:10 a. m. @ war whoop from the 
advance guard of the freshmen an- 
nounced that the sophomore _§ strons- 
hold had been found, and 15 minutes 
later the freshmen had erecetd a iat- 
form, by means of trestles and planks. 
under the tree. 

Twelve feet above the ground was 
the sophomore “fortress.” It consisté 
ed of a platform built around the trunk 
of the tree and walled up with. heavy 
lumber, making an enclosure some 
thing like a big balloon basket. The 
flag was tide to a branch high above 
the platform. 

In the fortress were 10 picked men 
from the sophomore ranks, including 
several athletes. The sophomore force 
on the ground numbered about 35 men, 
while the freshmen had about 75 war- 
riors. The victory, ‘therefore, was one 
uf numbers rather than of superior mifl- 
itary ability. 

Sophomores Tied Down, 

The first platform erected by the 
freshmen was rushed by the .sopho- 
mcres and destroyed. The first-year 
men turned this defeat into a vic- 
tory by,capturing the sophomores on 
the ground and tying each of them 
so that he could neither run nor use 
his hands. ‘ They then constructed 
another platform and began their as- 
sault on the fortress above. 

Ladders and ropes for climbing were 
forbidden by the Rules Committee, but 
the freshmen used battering rams of 
heavy timbers and pounded the sopho- 
more stronghold to pieces from Yelow. 
In a short time after the assault was 
begun the 10 sophomores in the tree has 
only a few unsteady planks on which 
to stand. 

The freshmen also ignited rags, which 
had been soaked fn a sélution of sulphur, 
and held them under the sophomore 
platform. The fumes almost suffocat- 
ed the second-year men and the Rules 
Committee ordered the freshmen to elim- 
inate that part of their attack. 

The sophomores had thought to adi 
to the corfusion oftheir enefiiies by 
selecting @ tree overhanging a creek, 
in which there was about three feet of 
water, coated thinly with ice. .

The fight on Miller came from the 
younger members of the organization, 
who charged that the affairs of the 
union were controlled by a clique of 
older members headed by Miller. Miller 
made a hard fight to retain his posi- 
tion, sending out letters telling of his 
long service for the union. 


Miller formerly was president of the! 


Central Trades and Labor Union and 
was a member of the Missouri State 
Senate one term. He was in the St.

Former Health Commissioner 
Formally Declarés Himself. 
a Candidate. 


Denounces Dictators, Machines 
and Factions—Norvell Pe- 
tition Nearly Ready. 


Dr. John® H. Simon; former Health 
Commissioner, in. a formal declaration 
of his candidacy for Mayor Saturday, 
made an attack upon the Democratic 
bosses and asserted he would make 
bossism the principal issue of his cam- 
palgn. 

He had been assured by a majority 
of the members of the Legislature that 
a municipal primary, with an emergency 
clause, would be passed, Dr. Simon said, 
and having had this assurance he de- 
cided to make an early announcement 
and not wait until the law had been 
actually passed. . 

“In making this announcement I want 
the citizens of St: Louis to know that 
I am not connected with any .boss, 
leader or dictator of any kind, and I do 
not invite or seek such inffuences or 
support,” said Dr. Simon. “I do not 
believe in’ political bosses and I pledge 
myself here and now not’to make any 
alliance with any political boss, machine 
or faction-of the party I have the honor 
to be allied with. This is'one of the 
principal issues on which I will make 
my campaign. One political boss in: St. 
Louis in particular makes his position 
seemingly so impregnable that it ap- 
pears Democrats fear to protest against 
his unwarranted usurpation of author- 
ity. 

Is Against One Boss Especially. 

“The people stand amazed and marvel 
that a condition of this kind can exist 
in these days of ‘awakening consciences’ 
and ‘practical reforms.’ Against this 
particular boss-and -his -backers I will 
employ every fair and dignified means 
at my command for the emancipation 
of the Democratic party from dictato- 
rial assumption of power. He will have 
no place in my counsels‘if the people 
honor me with municipal leadership. 

“All political bosses are but the crea- 
tion of a higher power which furnishes 
the ‘sinews’ of war;” 1. e., the financial 
power—the large campaign funds which 
are placed in the hands of the boss to 
be handed out to his political hench- 
men. 

“The day has come when this condi- 
tion will be no longer tolerated. The 
people, long the victims of the chicanery 
of their so-called political leaders, are 
calling for a change from present condi- 
tions. The cause I represent means real 
reform where reform is necessary and a 
liberal administration of laws. I do not 
believe that this great municipality 
Should be administered in the interest 
cf a favored few, but that the Mayor of 
St. Louis, whoever he may be, should 
administer the laws of this city so that 
the masses will reap the benefit of a 
just and wise discrimination in all mat- 
ters pertaining to the public welfare.”

The story opens with the entry 
into port of Saguntum of Actaeon, an 
Athenian, a glorified tramp—a wan- 
derer in search of adventure. He has 
been rich many times, a merchant at 
Rhodes, a fisherman on the Bospho- 
rus, a soldier in many wars, “a phil- 
osopher and a satirical poet of Ath- 
ens.” In his youth he had as a 
playmate, young Hannibal, the son 
of Hamilcar of Carthage. : 
Saguntum inhabitants were the pro- 
duct of a thousand = encounters—a 
strange conglomeration of alien pe- 
ples, slaves and freedmen, mer- 
chants, mercenaries, poets, philoso- 
phers, great warriors and hetaerae. 
The Greeks were dominant and so it 
was that Actaeon, 
port with half-clothed, dirty, hungry 
slaves, seamen and . adventurers, 
commanded attention and respect. 
The first great picture, which the art 
of Ibanez gives us is the inn filled 
with its hordes of half savage s3ol- 
diers ang sailors, feeding like beasts, 
fighting, ageing. laughing, clawing 
and pawing, and the -‘she-wolves”’ hov- 
ering on the edges like buzzards over a 
carcass. Actaeon turns from the inn in 
disgust, knowing well that having no 
money he would be thrown ‘out if he 
asked for food. He seeks shelter on 
the steps of the temple of Aphrodite, 
which guards the port and it is here 
that one of the miserable lupae finds 
him. She is so touched by his gen- 
tleness and kindness that when he 
tells her of his hunger she flies to 
bring him food that she will have to 
pay for with a beating of her own 
half-starved body. He sleeps on the 
steps of the temple and in the morn- 
ing i@ - .awakened ~< by Sonnica, 
ithe richest-woman in Saguntum. Shé 
has. heard of the Athenian’s arrival 
on one of her own ships and, as she 
was an Athenian, is at once inter- 
ested in him. “He tells her nut to 


| pity his poverty, that he has been a 


king in one place and a beggar in 
another, and it is so a man should be. 
She is charmed with him and asks 
him to dine at her villa that evening. 

Sonnica gives a wonderful dinner in 
honor of ‘this starveling adventurer, 
wherein Ibanez rivals Pierre Louy’s 
banquet scene in ‘Aphrodite’ and ex- 
cells Sienkiewicz’s food orgy in “Quo 
Vadis.”” The richest woman of Sagun- 
tum gathers to do Actaeon honor many 
notable men and young dandies of the 
city. Slave girls of Gades are brought 
in to dance on the table amid the 
debris of the feast, and it is here that 
Sonnica announces, Actaeon ‘her lover. 

Their joy is short-lived, for war is 
brewing. A few days of wooing and pas- 
toral peace for Actaeon and he meets, 
one day on the highway, a mysterio.s 
stranger, whom he has noticed flitting 
in and about the port and city. It is 
Hannibal, the yeung chief, who can not 
stop to play at love or tarry over wine, 
consumed as he is with his insatiable 
hatr@i of Rome and his desire for more 
power. The hot Carthagenian is planning 
the second Punic war. New Carthage is 
his base, Saguntum—which enjoys the 
protection of Rome—is his first point of 
attack. Then the road is free up the 
coast of Iberia (or Spain, as we now 
call it) and over the Alps into Italy. 
He lays siege to Saguntum. Actaeon 
is sent to Rome for aid. He returns 
without it, for Rome would only send 
ambassadors with whom Hannibal will 
not treat. Then tome the fast days of 
the siege. 

There are Amazons in Hannibal's 
army and the women of Saguntum fight 
on the walis until realizing that death 
or slavery lies before them, they make 
one huge bonfire of the city's riches and 
many lay down calmly in its flames to 
die, while a remnant pours itself over 
the walls and fall on the savage horde 
attacking it, soon to be annihilated. 
Sonnica, who fights like one of Han- 
nibal’s Amazons, and Actaeon, perish in 
th: moment of the city’s capture. 

This is the story, but its wonderful 
descriptive portions, of persons, of hab- 
its, morals, rituals, scenes and pageants 
only a leisurely perusal of the book will 
gain. 

The novel has been very faithfully 
translated from the Spanish by Frances 
Douglas. There are no fastidious omis- 
sions of text or deletion of situations 
that might destroy the unity of a story 
truthfully portraying a savage and half- 
barbaric age and people. (Duffield.)

is the title of a memorial 
volume, edited by Follett L. Greeno. 
Hussey was the once honored but now 
forgotton benefactor whose reaping ma- 
chine of 1833 was supplaned by the later 
machine of Cyrus H. McCormick. In 
this volume, the editor shows that the 
attempt to cheapen bread by saving la- 
bor cost in harvesting began with 
clumsy Roman inventions in the time 
of _Pliny. In the first part of the 
nineteenth century, the world was 
alarmed by the theory of Malthus. 
His attempt to show mathematical- 
ly that failure of ¢he bread _ sup- 
ply and famine must follow increase 
of. population created a great de- 
mand for inventions to cheapen pro- 
duction.” Hussey was a Quaker, born 
in Maine. As it Js explained that he had 
this idea ‘“‘burning in his _brain;"’ he 
gave up his life to it. Finally he ex- 
hibited his machine at work,, first in In- 
diana, Missouri and other American 
States. Then he took it to England. 
His exhibitions were acknowledged as 
triumphs. He was honored with many 
medals. He had put his dream into ma- 
chinery and the machinery worked. But 
he was still a dreamer and a Quaker 
dreamer. McCormick entered the field 
with a cheaper machine. Too much of 
the present volume is devoted to details

j\lowed. As a business man, Hussey 
| failed. As a benefactor he was forgot- 
| ten. But at the expense of his own 
/ruip in business, his dream came true.

Confusion of cc insels, mutual distrust and the 
powerful influence of the public service corpora- 
tions which fattc on the city have combined to 
prevent the city’s using the power that lies at 
her hands, | 

St. Louis is a chartered city with the power 
to make her own municipal conrtitution with 1 
broad scope. 

Practically the oniy corstitut' nal limitetion 
on St. Louis lies in the form of government the 
city may adopt. We cannot have a commi-: ion 
government, but must have a Mayor and at least 
one legislative house. ..1e control of certain de- 
partments, such as police, excise and electica 
are kept f om St. Louis by the State Legislature. 

The provisions of the recently defeated char- 
ter demonstrated the scope of our powers to take 
over the control of our vital interests. The thing 
most emphasized by Mr. Bigelow, ‘‘the right to 
acquire by conderhnation proceedings and to own 
and operate any public utility,’ ’ was completely 
covered by that charter. Under its provisions the 
city was empowered to purchase, build, lease, 
own and operate public utilities. It could bond 
the value of public utilities for the purpose of 
purchasing, building, owning and operating them. 

The charter struck off the shackles which pre- 
vent this great city frdm doing what any indi- 
vidua‘ or corporation may do under franc.ises 
granted by the city and which make it prac- 
tically powerless to deal with franchise oppres- 
sion and robbery. 

Some honest elements of the people were mis- 
led by objectio: s to minor po:nts and by dic‘rust 
of persons who opposed the whcle charter. Con- 
fused by sordid demagogues, wey were induced 
t» overlook its vital merits and to join wi... the 
privileged plunderbund in defeating it. 

We can throw off these shackles any time the 
people of St. Louis come together to do it. When- 
ever the people make common cause against the 
special interests that thrive on municipal fran- 
chises, municipal hobbles, and popular confusion 
St. Louis can take and exercise all the power 
necessary to protect and promote every public 
irterest. . 

Mr. Bigelow, who won a progressive Constitu- 
tion for Ohio by organizing a progressive consti- 
tional league, points the way to success. Let us 
have in Missouri @ progressive constitutional 
league and in St. Louis a progressive charter 
league. Let ws } organise for progress. 
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There is ihe sensational in the fact that 
Wilson will wait until he takes office before ap- 
pointing his Cabinet. 
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DISGRACEFUL ALMSHOUSES. 
Publicity will in most instances be a sufficient 
remedy for the mismanagement and brutality at 
almshouses charged against a number of Missouri 
counties..

county houses, though others may deliberately 
take an excessive caution against pauperizing 
their inhabitants by too attractive quarters. 
Neither can afford to be indifferent to the shock- 
ing and disgraceful facts brought out by the 
State Nurses’ Association. 

Squalor and discomfort which are hard to be 
endured: by unfortunates in reasonable physical 
health impose an agony unpleasant to think of 
on thé aged, infirm and invalid. Grand juries 
in every county should make a rigid inquiry into 
almshouse management at least once a year. 
Almshouse keepers who are incorrigibly negligent 
and brutal should be removed and punished. 

These necessary county institutions must be im- 
proyed. The nurses have performed a public 
service in directing attention to the subject. 
Persistence in the attack which they have begun 
with the publicity weapon will force satisfactory 
conditions.
